FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 



The Lord has called us to love God and our neighbor. 
Are you called to love by becoming a priest, brother, or 
sister? (Mark 12:28-34) 

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

I wanted to give you an update on where we are in 
finishing the building project that was started in the 
fall of 1996. We are hoping that the project will be 
finished by this coming Easter Sunday, April 11 or by 
Pentecost Sunday, May 30. We are hoping to have 
the drawings and the estimated cost to finish the 
project by the beginning of Advent, November 30 or 
at least by the Feast of the Baptism of the Lord, 
January 11. 

Last winter. Bishop Cupich spent some time with our 
committee giving us guidance and direction as we 
moved forward with our project. Last spring, I spent 
almost two and half months doing catechesis in the 
bulletin using the Bish op’s Document Built of Living 
Stones, Art, Architecture, and Worship, helping us to 
understand the guidelines that the Bishops Conference 
have set forth for us in the way we celebrate our 
liturgies, which includes our worship spaces. I also 
invited the parish community for feedback as well. 

The project will include for sure a new altar, ambo 
and font made from Crazy Horse granite donated by 
Ruth Ziolkowski with the help of Deacon Walt 
Wilson. The granite is ready to be picked up and 
moved from Crazy Horse to Rausch Monuments. We 
have also been working with two local artists; Terry 
Nelson, who is a member of OLBH and Dale 
Lamphere. Terry is working on a painting using the 
image of the San Damiano Cross, which will include 
some of the Saints from North America, such as 
Katherine Drexel and Elizabeth Ann Seaton, into the 
painting itself. The San Damiano Cross is the cross 
that spoke to St. Francis of Assisi that began his 
conversion journey to Christ. At the present time we 
are looking at putting the San Damiano Cross where 
the tabernacle is presently located. The Mothers cry 
room would become a Blessed Sacrament chapel. 

We would end up putting speakers in the narthex or 
the gathering area which will become a place where 
parents can take their children oil if needed during the 
liturgy, plus library can be used as another room as 
well. There is also a bathroom in the gathering space 
as well. 

Dale Lamphere is working on a sea shell like basin 
that will be part of the baptismal font as well as 
designing a processional cross, processional candles 
and a paschal handle holder for the Easter candle. We 
are still in the process of designing a credence table as 
well as the Presiding chair for the Celebrant and 
chairs for the deacons. 

As I mentioned last summer over several weekends 
that this fall was the time to offer feedback, questions 
or clarifications. At this point there has not been much 
comment. Hopefully within the next two months we 
will have the drawings and the estimated cost of 
finishing the project that again started in the fall of 
1996.
